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This is a decision on the "REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT 
TERM ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 CFR 1.705(d)," filed September 6, 2006. 
Patentees request that the patent term adjustment indicated in 
the patent be corrected from seventeen (17) days to forty- 
one (41) days . 

The request for reconsideration of the patent term adjustment 
indicated in the patent is GRANTED . 

The patent term adjustment indicated in the patent is to be 
corrected by issuance of a certificate of correction showing a 
revised Patent Term Adjustment of forty-one (41) days. 

On July 11, 2006, the above-identified "application matured into 
U.S. Patent No. 7,074,952. The instant request for 
reconsideration filed September 6, 2006 was timely filed within 
2 months of the date the patent issued. See § 1.705(d). The. 
Patent issued with a revised Patent Term Adjustment of 17 
days. Patentees dispute the reduction of twenty-four (24 ) days 
due to late receipt of the issue fee, as the issue fee was 
timely filed.

A review of the PALM calculations for this application reveals 
that the initial determination of PTA of 42 days was reduced by 
24 days for applicants' late submission of the issue fee on May

The application file is being forwarded to the Certificates of 
Correction Branch for issuance of a certificate of correction in 
order to rectify this error. The Office will issue a 
certificate of correction indicating that the term of the above- 
identified patent is extended or adjusted by forty-one (41) days.
